Maj. Cronin’s Little Band Fails to 
Join Capt. Rivers’s Men as Was 
Planned—Latter Withdraws—The 
‘Samar Expedition. 


+ [ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
MANILA, Aug. 13, 3:10 p.m.—[By 
Manila Cable.] A reconnoissance yes- 
terday by troops of Gen. B. M. Youne’s 
brigade with the object of discovering 
the whereabouts of the enemy near 
San Mateo, northeast of the San Juan 


reservoir, about ten miles from Manila,. 


resulted in the occupation of San Ma- 
teo.. The American loss was three 
killed: and thirteen wounded, including 
a lieutenant of the Twenty-first Infan- 
try. 

The Americans approached San Ma- 
teo in three columns, Maj. Cronin, 
with fifteen men of the Twenty-fifth 
infantry, advanced from Novaliches, 
five miles west of San Mateo. Capt. 
Rivers, with a hundred men of. the 
Fourth Cavalry, and Capt. Parker, 
formerly  lieutenant-colonel of the 
Twelfth New York (volunteer) Regi- 
ment, with 280.men of the Twenty-first 
and Twenty-fourth Infantry and the 
Fourth Cavalry approached in two caa- 
umns from the Scuth, 

Maj. Cronin experienced many diffi- 
culties, arising from the condition of 
the country, and failed to effect a junc- 
tion with Capt. Rivers west of San 
Mateo, as had been planned, 

Capt. Rivers, advancing, took an out- 
post of the enemy two miles southwest 
of San Mateo. He then encountered 
strong resistance. among the hills, the 
enemy firing ‘from excellent positions. 
Having failed to connect with Maj. 
Cronin, and seeing that the town was 
already occupied by the Americans, 
Capt. Rivers withdrew, covering his 
withdrawal by a heavy volley. He 
lost a sergeant killed. 

Capt. Parker, on advancing, found 
the enemy strongly intrenched on the 
far side of some rice fields, about a 
mile wide and covered with deep mud. 
Pushing forward rapidly, he routed the 
Filipinos after forty minutes of fight- 


| ing. 


He then continued the march upon 
San Mateo, which he entered without 
serious resistance about 1:30 o'clock in 
the afternoon. Maj. Cronin entered 
the town about 4:30 o’clock. The 
Americans still occupy the place. Our 
men were exhausted by the heavy 
marching.

Filipinos Attack the Garrisons at 
San Luis and Quingua.

ors was killed by a parting hawser, 
and one of the quartermasters was 
stabbed by a colored cook. 

Because of the stabbing, Charles 
Wilson of the Centennial’s galley staff, 
arrived in irons, while Herman Brevy, 
the transport’s quartermaster, will 
have a sojourn in some hospital until 
he recovers from the effect of the cook’s 


knife. 

During the lightening process, neces- 
sary to get the Centennial off the reef, 
near Manila, on her outward trip, a 
quantity of government stores, to the 
value of $13,000, had to be jettisoned, 
and they were eagerly appropriated 
by the Filipinos, who swarmed about 
the reef and made more than one at- 
tack for the purpose of capturing the. 
vessel and crew. 

Upon her return trip to this port 
the Poctemminl brought a number of in- 
valided officers and men from vari- 
ous regiments. The wives of a num- 
ber of officers are also on board. Maj. 
B. C. Lockwood, Capt. Kelly and Lieut. 
Hawkins are invalided home. Lieut. 
Perker has been promoted to a first 
lieutenancy in the Sixth Cavalry, and 
comes back to join his troop. 

Lieut. J. P. Haberson was wounded in 
the leg at Prranaque. Lieut. A. W.

WHAT THE TRANSVAAL HAS S80 
FAR ACCOMPLISHED. 


Arrangement for Mobilizing Troops 
by Rail—Immense Stores Col- 
lected at Pretoria—Passport Law 
Aimed at Outlanders to Be Intro- 
duced.

JOHANNESBURG, Aug. 13.—[By 
South African Cable.] The Transvaal 
government, it is reported, has provi- 
sionally arranged with the Netherlands- 
South African Railroad Company for 
mobilization on the. shortest notice, if 
required.

Demand That the Republic’s Inde- 
pendence Be Not Impugned.

LONDON, Aug. 13.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Johannesburg correspondent 
of the Daily Mail says: 

“The government is awaiting the ap- 
proval of the Orange Free State and 
the Cape Colony ministry before reply- 
ing to the proposal of Mr. Chamberlain 
to submit the franchise controversy to 
a joint committee of inquiry. 

“T am in a position to assert that the 
first draft of the Transvaal’s answer 
was a refusal. The second was an ac- 
ceptance, conditional on the independ- 


ence of the South African republic not 
being impugned.”

FUR WILL FLY 


All France Taking Sides 
in the Scandal. 


Army Well Represented Among 
the Revolutionists, 


Casimir-Perier and Mercier as 
Powder to Fire. 


Freedom of the Jewish Captive the 
Immediate Issue, but Effects of 
the Struggle are Far-Reaching, 
The Kaiser’s Name Involved. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


RENNES, Aug. 13.—[ Associated - 
Press Copyright, 1899 By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The battle has begun in earneat, 
[ts bearings are shown in the arrest 
of Paul Déroulede, the Deputy and 
poet, and twenty-three of his numier- 
ous Royalist and Bonapartist allies, 
who have pooled with him against the 
republic. As in the Boulangist con- 
spiracy, the pool would be of little 
consequence but for the military caste, 
which has found representative men 
in Gen. Negrier and some generals | 
having great commands. It is a 
strange thing how the fight thick- 
ened around the shadowy and emaci- 
ated red-haired Jew, whose uniform of 
an artillery captain so ill fits and be- 
fits his figure and physiognomy. 

Last Monday’s sitting of the court- 
martial and the subsequent non-pub- 
lic sittings were the first skirmishing 
operations, but yesterday was a field- 
day, in which the hostile forces into 
which France is divided and has been 
since the revolution, set themselves in 
array of battle and drew the first 
blood. Each side stands committed to 
a certain course, and has burned its 
ships. The actual Dreyfus trial is a 
trial of strength. I cannot see a pos- 
sibility of its ending in a drawn game. 
It is now a “neé@k-or-nothing’’ combat; 
a desperate fight in which neither side 
will give in unless utterly routed. 

The more! situation of the forces en- 

gaged reminds one of that of the 
armies. of the French Revolution end 
those they had to fight. The Drey- 
fusites have the brains, the forward im- 
pulse, the dash and the flexibility. At 
the same time they are raw recruits, 
gathered spontaneously from the four 
parts of the compass. Hatred of the’ 
military caste, and, it may be, the 
secret hope of rewards, have made 
them homogeneous. 
. The Nationalists have social and 
high prestige. Their center is com- 
posed of the majority of the French- 
men and French women; their left 
wing is formed of 22,000 officers, and 
their right wing consists of the church, 
All profess respect for legality, but 
only from the lips out. One side is 
just as unscrupulous as the other, the 
most active and less numerous side 
does really fight for the cause of hu- 
manity, justice and truth. The Drey- 
fusites have, at any rate, won bel- 
ligerent rights, and they are sure of 
the friendly neutrality of the govern- 
ment. 

Their adversaries can no_ longer 
mnke use of the rope that hung Pic- 
quart or the razor that cut Henry’s 
throat. The Minister of War could 
not, if he wanted to, read a forged 
‘document in Parliament. It is impos- 
sible now to stuff the dossier with 
fables fit for Mother Goose’s tales. 
But organization, numbers, prestige 
and wealth mean staying powers, 

Doubtless the Dreyfusites are sup- 
plied with Jewish funds, without ac- 
cepting M. de Freycinet’s estimate of 
£.39,000,000. The sums subscribed by 
English and German Jews must be 
enormous, for like wealthy Gentiles, 
the Jews are fond of the pomps and 
vanities of life, the titles of aristo- 
cratic society. :

It is said 
iri military circles that a lady in whom 
Emperor William took a deep interest 
had fished out for him Dreyfus as a 
person competent to inform His Maj- 
esty on French military questions. 

This lady, it is said, was a relative 
of the late Jacques St. Cere of the 
Figaro, who was condemned to thir- 
teen months’ imprisonment for black- 
mailing the late Millionsire Max Le- 
baudy.. She came to Paris a pictorial 
artist, as the story goes, and exhibited 
pictures in the Salon. There was such 
a lady, but I would be sorry to de- 
clare her the mistress of the German 
Emperor and the temptress of Drey- 
fus. What the officers say about her 
may be another lie. which should be 
nailed to the counter. Military cre- 
dulity is boundless.

DAY OPENS TRAGICALLY. 


MAITRE LABORI AMRUSHED ON HIS 
WAY TO COURT. 


Two Assassins Lay in Wait for Him 
on the River Bank—Shot Fired 
Into Him From Behind—Physi- 
cians Say He Will Die. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.}] 

RENNES, Aug. 14.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.}] Two men ambushed Maitre La- 
bori, consul for Dreyfus, and one shot 
was fired, hitting Labori in the back. 
M. Labori fell.in the roadway. He is 
still alive. 

Maitre Labori left his house alone 
for the courtroom at about 6 o’clock 
this morning. His residence is situ- 
ated in the suburbs of town, about a. 
quarter of an hour’s walk from the 
Lycée, the route being along a soli- 
tary road beside the river. He had 
reached a point half way on his 
journey, when two men, who had evi- 
dently been lying in wait for him, 
rushed out of a narrow lane, and one 
' of them fired a single shot from a re- 
volver. 

The murderers were only acovple of 
yards behind their victim, and the bul- 
let struck Maitre Labori in the back. 
The wounded man uttered an agoniz- 
ing cry and fell flat on his face. The 
murderers immediately fled through the 
lane in which they had emerged, and 
both escaped. 

At 7:30 o’clock it was announced that 
the bullet had entered the stomach: 
that there was no outward bleeding, 
and that the physicians believed that 
he will die from the wound. 

A later story has it that M. Labori 
was shot in the temple by a man who 
fired a revolver at him outside the 
court, and that the miscreant was ar- 
rested. 

Only two or three laborers going to 
work witnessed the shooting of Maitre 
Labori. The spot was well chosen, as 
the murderers could not be seen by La- 
bori until after they had fired on their 
victim. Moreover, they were afforded 
an easy means of escape by passing 
back through the lane which led to the. 
the country. One of the laborers, 


named Patoux, who witnessed the 
shooting, said: 

“As I was passing along the road I 
saw a tall man walking quickly in 
the direction of Rennes. He was on the 
towing path of the Vilaine. He was 
attired in a dark lounge suit, and wore 
a bowler hat. It was just as he reached 
the bridge crossing, a stream falling 
into the Vilaine, that two men, about 
medium height and wearing dark suits 
and round, soft felt hats, emerged from 
a rural path entering the main road. 
One of them carried a heavy stick. 
They approached M. Labori from be- 
hind. Suddenly one drew a revolver 
-_ fired sagen blank at Labori. He

“I was wrong in the statements I 
made before I went away concerning 
the Philippines. I base my belief that 
we should not give up a foot of soil 
our soldiers have won, on information 
that was not complete. I would not 
give two cents for a man, who, when 
he has been wrong, would not at the 
very first chance, set himself right. 
Such a man would not 
either politics or private life. 

“Publicly I made the statement that 
I did not believe we should give up 
the Philippines which had cost us so 
many lives. I am not ashamed now 
to say to the pubile that I was wrong. 

“I am not playing a political game 
through that interview. No one man 
was responsible for my change of mind. 
While I was in Europe, I talked with 
some of the best-informed men there 
or anywhere else, on the subject of 
colonial conquest. I made investiga- 
tion for myself. I reached the. conclu- 
sion that we have no right at-all to 
keep the Philippines. We were willing 
in the first place to pay $20,000,000 for 
them. 

“On a question like this there should 
be no dividing line between Democrats 
end Republicans. Humanity not poli- 
tics is involved, and I am convinced 
that humanity as represented by the 
votes of American citizens at the next 
Presidential election will record its 
horror and execration of the men and 
the party who are (for private 
gain putting bloody pages into 
history. Believing these things 
now, I go straight to the public 
and frankly say that I was wrong. 

“T said I believed William J. Bryan 
was one Of the greatest men America 
has produced. I believe that very 
thing. But that does not mean that I 
shall work for the nomination of Mr.

All were 
dependent for bodily warmth on the 
common practice of huddling five or 
six together in their native huts. The 
only fuel on the island is a scant sup- 
ply of driftwood. 
The crew .of the Grant gave the peo- 
ple all their spare clothing. The peo- 
ple were also suffering from a lack 
of salt. This resulted in much sickness, 
and for a while the physicians of the 
Grant were kept busy dispensing med- 
icines. The Grant furnished the jin-., 
habitants rations. They had a very 
good supply of fresh fish, roots and 
berries. '

FLEMINGTON (N. J.,) Aug. 13.— 
[Exclusive Dispatch.] The Peach ex- 
changes in Warren, Sussex, Somerset 
and Hunterdon counties will open to- 
morrow. The Lehigh Valley and Cen- 
tral railroads will put on special trains 
tomorrow evening to carry fruit to the 
markets. Numerous buyers are here 
from Philadelphia, New York; Boston,

WESTERN PART OF LOS ANGELES 
FIELD CONTINUES PROSPEROUS, 


Oll Lots in That 


Section Held it 
High Figures—Wellis at Fuller- 
ton—Coalinga’s Shallow Wells 
Being Deepened—Report of Prof. 
Watts, 


The extreme western portion of the 
Los Angeles oil field continues to slmw 
up well, and wofk in it is ac.ively 
prosecuted. Well No. 2 of the Los An- 
geles Railway Company is nov down 
near the oil sands, and it is quite pos- 
sible that the pumps will be s‘arted in 
it this week. No. 3 well, of the same 
company, Which is in block F, of 
Nob Hill tract, is down about 400 feet. 
Work has also begun on the erec- 
tion of a derrick for well Nw. 4, in 
block I, and another for well No. 9d, in 
block F. Oil lots in this new portion 
of the western field are in demand at 
good prices, it being reported that as 
high as $1000 lot has been offered, ff 
within the supposed oll-bearing region. 
It is even stated that in one case $1000 
a lot was refused for a group of four 
lots, $5000 for the four being the price 
asked. One thing is reasonably cer- 
tain, it is that if good strikes are made 
in the wells now being sunk by the 
Los Angeles Railway Company, those 
persons owning oil lots in that section 
of the city will have no difficulty in 
disposing of them at high figures. 

Dr. Lemb is preparing to nut down 
a well near Newhall street, south of 
Court street. This is the farthest 
northern point in the western field on 
which any attempts to sink for o/l have 
yet been made. 

E. L. Doheney, superintendent of the 
Santa Fé wells, near Fullerton, was 
in Los Angeles Saturday, and on being 
asked about the strike made last week 
in well No. 18, he replied that the re- 
In

The Scientific Press of San Fran- 
cisco is publishing & series of notes 
on the oil-yielding formations of Cali- 
fornia, written by Prof. W, L. Watts, 
assistont in the field to the State 
Mineralogist, who is well and favor- 
ably known to dwellers in Southern 
Califernia. These notes, an advance 
copy of which has been received by 
The Times, are from a report on tne 
oll-bearing regions of the State »y Prof, 
Watts, which will, at a later date, be 
published by the State Mining Bureau. 
Advance publications of portions of 
the report has been authorized because 
of the importance and timeliness of the 
contents, They are especially interest- 
ing and valuable at this time, when 
the petroleum interests of California 
are receiving so much attention, re- 
sulting in the discovery of new oil 
fields and a greatly-increased produc- 
tion. After drawing attention to the 
velue of the petroleum industry of the 
State, Mr. Watts speaks of the busi- 
ness incurred by the oil pros- 
pector, sc ying: 3 

“The business risk of prospecting for 
oil varies greatly. Oil-prospecting 
propositions may be divided into two 
orders: 

“First, the ‘orthodox’ proposition. In 
this case the prospectors have in view 
a definite oil-yielding stratum, which 
has proved remunerative in adjacent 
territory, and from which stratum they 
expect to obtain their oil. Moreover, 
they have sufficient geological evidence 
in sight to warrant the assumption that 
the oil stratum in view forms an oil 
line through the territory they are 
about to prospect. 

“Second, the ‘wildcat’ proposition. In 
this instance the prospectors have no 
definite oil stratum in view which has 
proved remunerative in adjacent ter- 
ritory, or they have not sufficient geo- 
logical evidence in sight to warrant 
the assumption that an oil-yielding 
Stratum, which is known to be pro- 
ductive in adjacent territory, forms 
an oil line through the land they are 
about to prospect. 

“In prospect wells of the first order 
the least risk is taken where the out- 
crop of an oil sand, which has proved 
remunerative in a certain oil field, can 
be actually traced through the terri- 
tory to be prospected, and the geologi- 
eal structure of the locality is known. 

“More risk, however, is undertaken 
where there is no outcrop of the oil 
sand, although the strike and dip of 
a remunerative body of oil sand in’an 
adjacent oil field are known, and the 
rocks overlying the oil sand can be 
traced to the territory about to be 
prospected. When an oil line has been 
developed on one side of a fold, and an 
outcrop of oil sand has been discovered 
on the other side of the fold, proposi- 
tions to prospect this side .must be 
classed amng the risky ‘orthodox’ 
propositions. 

“Most oil mining enterprises which 
have for their object the development 
of new territory, especially when 
operations are conducted at a distance 
from any known oil field, are ‘wildcat’ 
propositions. Some idea of the condi- 
‘tions regulating the amount of risk in- 


volved in such enterprises may be 
gathered from. the following state- 
ments: 


“The least risky ‘wildcat’ proposi- 
tion is the case in which the strike and 
dip of a remunerative stratum of oil 
sand in an oil field adjacent to the ter- 
ritory about to be prospected has been 
ascertained; and although there is no 
further geological evidence in sight, it 
is found after carefully platting a map 
of the territory that if the stratum of 
oil sand were extended in the direc- 
tion of its strike, without any material 
alteration of the angle of the dip, it 
would form an oil line across the ter- 
ritory to be prospected. It is a more 
risky ‘wildcat’ proposition’to prospect 
the side of a fold opposite to that on 
which an oil line has been developed, 
in cases where surface indications war- 
rant the assumption that the same se- 
quence of formation exists on both 
sides of the fold, and yet no outcrop 
of oil sand has been discvered on the 
side about to be prospected. 

“It is a still more risky ‘wildcat’ 
proposition when a stratum of oil sand 
has been discovered, concerning which 
nothing is known except that the sand 
gives evidence of containing oil, and a 
well is sunk for the first time to deter- 
mine whether or not the oil sand cone 
tains oil in remunerative quantities. 

“It is a much more risky ‘wildcat’ 
proposition where no outcrop of oil 
sand has been discovered, but where 
a well is sunk in a certain formation 
because it shows some irregular seep- 
ages of petroleum, or because the for- 
mation appears to be similar to that 
containing a remunerative body of oil 
sand in other places. 

“It is well for oil prospectors to 
study the risk they are about to take 
before expending money, and care 
should be taken to control sufficient 
territory that they may have sufficient 
room to develop their oil field, in case 
their venture proves successful. No 
one should wndertake the more risky 
forms of prospecting unless he can well 
afford to Jose the money to put into the 
enterprise.”’ 

Among the other: points touched upon 
in these notes ere: Geological features 
pertaining to the (occurrence of pe- 
trcieum in Coalifornia, types of folds, 
depth to which strata ore affected by 
folds, and other matters of a kindred 
nature, all of which are of great inter- 
est and value to the oll prospector.

“FREE IRRIGATION.” 

The Pittsburgh Dispatch, in a re- 
cent article, discoursing of what it is 
pleased to term “irrigation at public 
expense,” advances some _ plausible 
arguments against the irrigation of the 
arid lands of the United States under 
government auspices. These argu- 
ments, though plausible, are one- 
sided and untenable. ‘ihey are made 
from the standpoint, or the imaginary 
standpoint, of the eastern farmer, and 
it is assumed that he will necessarily 
be injured by the development of the 
arid regions of the Great West. It is 
further assumed that the government 
will, of necessity, be put to enormous 
expense in the bringing of these arid 
lands under irrigation. The article 
proceeds as follows: 

“Naturally, the people of the semi- 


arid regions of the West, and those 
who are prepared to settle in those, or 
the arid regions, are favorable to gov- 
ernment appropriations for irrigation, 
as is indicated by the writer of a spe- 
cial article. Just as naturally farmers 
in other sections, East, South and 
West, are bitterly opp~sed to the idea. 
They oppose it because they are con- 
vinced they could not compete in any 
market with the farmer who has his 
lands irrigated free. 

“Agriculture in the arid and semi- 
arid regions, with irrigation, is the 
ideal of farming. Crops are as nearly 
under control as it is possible to have 
them. Much better results can be* ex- 
pected than where rainfall has to be 
depended upon for moisture, and there 
is never any washing away of the rich 
soil from the surface. Of course, if 
the water must be paid for, it will ab- 
sorb the surplus profit, but if the gov- 
ernment gives those regions free irri- 
gation they will be able to produce 
much more cheaply than the rural re- 
gions of Pennsylvania or Ohio. 

“This country is an exporter of agri- 
cultural products, and it is claimed 
that while this is so it would be un- 
just for the government to irrigate 
lands to create a surplus production, 
thereby lowering prices or driving less 
fortunate farmers out of business. It 
is conceded by all that irrigation will 
ultimately make the arid wastes pro- 
ductive, but it is argued, not without 
justice, that private enterprise will 
provide the necessary works as rapidly 
as a market is developed for the addi- 
ticnal product. This view is not agree- 
able to those who are interested in 
having their lands irrigated at 
public expense; but it is likely to pre- 
vail on account of the vested interests 
in lands not irrigated and the private 
capital already invested in irrigation 
reservoirs, canals and artesian wells.” 


In this last sentence the Pittsburgh 
paper seems to be laboring under the 
‘total delusion that present owners of 
arid lands—lands not public or unap- 
propriated—are asking and expecting 
government irrigation for their hold- 
ings. Nothing could be further from 
the truth. It is the arid public lands 
for which irrigation is advocated, in 
order that they may be made fit for 
production, sold at proper prices to 
intending settlers, and made by their 
labor to “blossom as the rose,” the 
government thus recouping itself for 
all its original expenditures, and at 
the same time doing a vast general 
good. 

The assumption that the govern- 
ment would lose a large amount of 
money through the irrigation of the 
arid lands at public expense, is gratui- 
tous. The initial cost of the under- 
taking, it is quite true, ~would be 
heavy. But the government would be 
able to secure quick reimbursement 
for all its expenditures in this direction 
by the sale of the lands to settlers at 
prices greatly in excess of those which 
the lands would bring without irriga- 
tion. ‘ 

In point of fact, the greater propor- 
tion of these lands are practically 
worthless without water for irrigation, 
and water for irrigation can be ob- 
tained only by the establishment of 
extensive and compr@hensive irriga- 
tion systems, the magnitude of which 
is quite beyond the grasp of private 
enterprise, and which are possible 
only under some general system di- 


Facted controlled. by the national | 


government, exercising the right of 
eminent domain, and controlling the 
sources of supply and the avenues of 
distribution. Government irrigation is 
preferable to irrigation under private 
auspices, principally for the reason 
that government irrigation could be in- 
augurated on a scale of magnitude and 
comprehensiveness impossible pri- 
vate enterprise, even under the most 
favorable conditions conceivable. 

Although the adoption of a com- 
prehensive system of ‘government ir- 
rigation would involve a comparatively 
large initial outlay, the ultimate cost 
to the government would be nothing; 
for, as stated above, the lands could 
readily be sold to settlers at prices 
sufficient to reimburse the government 
for all moneys, together with interest 
thereon, expended in the installation 
of irrigation systems. More than this, 
the government could provide for the 
cost of maintenance in perpetuity, by 
charging a fixed rate for the water 
furnished, which would do away with 
any complaint as to “free irrigation.” 

The alleged hostility of the eastern 
farmer to the irrigation of the arid 
lands of the West probably has little 
or no real existence in fact. It cer- 
tainly has none in reason. This is a 
great and growing country. Its wants 
and its needs are rapidly expanding, 
its population is increasing, and its 
exports to foreign lands are steadily 
growing larger. If all the arid lands 
of the West were placed under irriga- 
tion and were occupied by indus-. 
trious farmers, the resulting competi- 
tion would inflict little appreciable in- 
jury upon the eastern agriculturist, so 
trifling would it be in comparison to 
the vast agricultural resources of the 
entire country. Moreover, when these 
irrigated public lands have once been 
placed upon the market, the eastern 
buyer has the same chance to acquire 
them as has the western farmer—the 
farmer in the arid regions. All will 
be placed upon a level in that regard. 
The western farmer can have no spe- 
cial privileges granted to him by the 
government; he cannot monopolize the 
choice irrigated lands so thrown upon 
the market. Government irrigation 
of its own arid lands thus becomes a 
national, not merely a sectional bene- 
fit—a benefit vast in its outreaching 
effects and of inestimable value to the 
whole country. 


ONLY THREE WORLD POWERS. 

Samuel E. Moffett, in the Forum, dis- 
cussing the future control of the 
earth’s surface, takes the position that 
there are really only three “world 
powers,” by which term he means 
powers that will in the future exer- 
cise a controlling and authoritative in- 
fluence upon the affairs of the globe. 
He points out that the British Empire, 
including Egypt and the Soudan, now 
covers some 12,000,000 square miles of 
the earth’s surface, or about one- 
fourth of the total land area. Russia 
controls 8,664,100 of the remaining 38,- 
000,000 square miles, or about one- 
fourth of that area. China at present 
holds about one-sixth of the. rest, 
though her tenure is at best very -un-% 
certain. More than half of the re- 
mainder belongs to the- United States, 
France, Brazil, Turkey and the Argen- 
tine Republic. Mr. Moffett says: 


“Five-eighths of all the land on the 
globe already belongs to Great Britain, 
Russia, the United States, France and 
Brazil; and, with the impending re- 
distributions in China and Africa, this 
will be increased to at least three- 
fourths. The French colonial empire 
will be held by permission of England, 
the dominant sea power; and Bra- 
zil, like each of the other South 
American republics, will owe the pres- 
ervation of its independence to the 
protection of the United States. Thus, 
the vast bulk of the earth’s surface 
will be controlled by England, the 
United States and Russia. 

“There is room for only three world 
powers—Great Britain, Russia and the 
United States. ‘The French colonial 
empire is an artificial creation that 
cannot survive the stress of war with 
a great sea power. So is that of Ger- 
many. The most formidable nations 
of Continental Europe, outside of Rus- 
sia, must sink to the rank of second 
or third-class powers. Burope, in the 
face of the world powers of the. next 
century, will exactly reproduce the 
condition of Greece in the face of 
Macedon and Rome. The rivalries of 
France, Germany and Austria will pre- 
cisely parallel the rivalries of Athens, 
Corinth and Thebes before Craeronea. 
National power must have a solid basis 
of population and territorial extent; 
and, cramped in a few hundred thou- 


| sand square miles each, the continental 


states must inevitably be dwarfed by 
powers that have had the forethought 
or the good fortune to spread over the 
globe.”

Some of the re- 
mains of the same party are in favor 
of a declaration in the party platform 
for 1900, that the war in the Philip- 
pines is a failure. The opponents of 
that party could ask for no better cam- 
paign literature than such a declara- 
tion would be. 


Three merchants of New York, who 
are calculating how much they will be 
able to make out of the crowds who 
will come to that city on the occasion 
of Admiral Dewey's arrival, and gloat- 
ing over the prospective opportunity 
of capturing the trade of the South, 
would deserve to be boycotted, if boy- 
cotting were justifiable under any cir- 
cumstances. That is not the sort of 
patriotism with which California wel- 
comes heroes home. 


The Garcia outbreak a number of 
years ago was, like the present Yaqui 
“war,” largely the work of a few corre- 
spondents who were well paid by some 
of the newspapers not only for their 
letters and dispatches from “the 
front,” but for imaginary expenses in- 
curred in getting the alleged news.

GEN. DAVIS ON THE LOSS OF 
PORTO RICAN LIVES. 


— 


Deaths From Falling Walls or From 
Drowning May Be Several Times 
a Thousand—A Fifth of the 
Dwellings Destroyed. 


Coffee Crop and -Most of the Trees 
Are Ruined—Food Supplies Cut 
Of or Rotting in the 
Ground, 


He Suggests Appointment of Relief 
Officer ant New York—Steamers 
Australia and Vasco Lost, 
Hurricane Decreasing. 


_ TASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.1 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—Two dis- 
patches from Gov.-Gen. Davis of Porto 
Rico, giving original details of the 
fearful havoc wrought by the hurri- 
cane of last week, were received at 
the War Department today. These 
were immediately sent to Secretary 
Root, who already has taken measures 
for dispatching relief to the people of 
the island. The Secretary expects 
that the transport McPherson, with a 
large quantity of rice and beans, will 
leave New York Tuesday, followed by 
vessels as fast as arrangements can 
be made for sending supplies. He 
thinks it Is the duty of the government 
to make provision for feeding the peo- 
ple until the aid voluntarily given by 
the citizens of the country reaches 
them, and he will exhaust every means 
at his disposal to this end. 

The Secretary contemplates a sup- 
plemental appeal io that made last 
week to the Mayors of the several cit- 
ies, and tomorrow will issue an appeal 
to the Governors of States with a view 
to arousing general interest in the re- 
lief work. The dispatches received by 
Gen. Davis were sent to the President 
oer Champlain. They are as fol- 
OWS: 

“SAN JUAN de Porto Rico, Aug. 13. 
—[Via Hayti.] The true state of affairs 
throughout the island is not yet known, 
because of the total destruction of all 
telegraphic connections and great de- 
struction on all roads. Not more than 
one-fourth of the towns yet heard 
from; but enough is known to warrant 
the statement that one-fifth of the 
dwellings in the island are totally de- 


stroyed, and their owners are without 


any shelter whatever or any food be- 
yond what has been saved from the 
débris. 

“The coffee crop and most of the 
trees are ruined, and thus reliance for 
support is gone. Fully three-fourths 
of the people are existing upon fruit 
and tubas. All the former is de- 
stroyed, and much of the latter are 
rotting in the ground. Many thou- 
sands of cattle are drowned, and the 
débris carried down the rivers is strewn 


storm, and the dead bodies of animals. 

“The deaths from falling walls or 
drowning will number more than a 
thousand, and may be several times 
this number. The state of distress is 
very great, and when green fruits 
saved from the débris are consumed, 
the suffering will be very great. I am 
relieving the suffering everywhere in 
reach aS much as possible. In out-of- 
the-way places are many thousands 
who cannot be reached for some time 
yet. The supplies ordered sent ty the 
government will help much, but will 
last only a few days, while destitution 
must continue for some weeks or 
months, until the bananas grow up 
from the ground, for which five months 
at least are required. Food of all kinds 
is needed, especially rice, beans and 
codfish, which has been the main sup- 
port outside of fruit. Cheap cotton 
clothing is also needed, for thousands 
of natives went naked from their 
dwellings at night when the gale 
broke. Medicines are also needed most 
pressingly, especially quinine and other 
simple medicines. . 

“T estimate that at least 1000 tons of 
food will be required weekly for sev- 
eral weeks. I have constituted boards 
all over the island to regulate assist- 
ance, and a general board here to con- 
duct the relief work. While I have not 
vet full data, I repeat the estimate that 
at least 100,000 people are homeless and 
destitute. Relief ration proposed, one 
pound of food per day (composed of 
principally seven ounces of beans, 
seven ounces of rice and two ounces of 
codfish.) In addition to the food cr- 
dered by the McPherson, I ask that 2500 
tons, above proportions, should be 
shipped next week. Before this is con- 
sumed, I will have full data respecting 
future needs, but I fear extensive issues 
of provisions will be necessary for sev- 
eral months. I shall push work on the 
roads and give employment to as many 
as nossible. 

“T hope the charitable people of the 
United States will contribute food,. 
clothes, medicines and money. Col. 
Hofer, surgeon of the department, is 
chairman of the relief board, and 
auxiliary boards are organizing in all 


the towns. Five military posts are not 
yet heard from. | 
[Signed] “DAVIS. 


Gen. Davis’s second dispatch says: 

“SAN JUAN DE PORTO RICO, Aug. 
12.—Further, but -still incomplete, re- 
ports confirm previous cable reports 
as conservative. Suggest an appoint- 
ment of officer in New York to receive 
relief funds and supplies, cablirg quan- 
tities and kinds shipped on each boat. 
Col. Hofer in charge relief work here. 
Should be shipped this week not less 
then 2500 tons of food. Best to be 
sent, beans, rice and cheap-grade cod- 
fish. Cotton clothing and coarse cot- 
ton goods in piece, needles and thread 
also wanted. Money will be applied 
in assisting to rebuild houses and huts 
and hire for help. 

“T recommend that bags for sugar 
end coffee, all kinds of rough lumber 
for building and fencing. hoops, staves 
and hops for sugar packing and gal- 
vanized iron and nails for roofing pur- 
poses be placed on the free list. I 
heave authorized employment of labor 
for rebuilding barracks at Cayeya and 
Abimot, wholly destroyed.” 

PONCE PICKING UP. 
rASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
PONCE (Porto Rico,) Aug. 13.—Al- 

though the disasters which followed 
the hurricane have not been overesti- 
mated, the people are hopeful and en- 
deavoring to make the best of the sit- 
uation. Dead bodies are buried where 
they are found, 

Food supplies are being distributed, 
and repairs to bridges and roads are 
being pushed forward under military 
supervision with payments to workmen 
daily. It is gathered from interviews 
with merchants and planters, some of 
whom owe Buropean houses, that there 
will be numerous failures.

THE NEW SECRETARY. 


Ten Days of Root’s Administration 
Shows His Vigor. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—Secretary 
Root is beginning to get a firm grasp on 
the administration of the War Depart- 
ment. He has been at the head of af- 
fairs only ten days, yet this has been 
sufficient to show his methods and the 
influence which his vigorous personal- 
ity exerts throughout the military es- 
tablishment. 

At the outset Mr. Root set about 
familiarizing himself with the: more 
important details of the department, 
much as a lawyer prepares his state- 
ment of fact as a basis for his legal 
analysis. Not only the officials here, 
but those at Manila and Havana have 
to be consulted by cable whenever it 
has been necessary to add to the com- 
pleteness of the information at hand 
here. In this way Mr. Root has speed- 
ily brought himself into touch with 
every branch of the military service, 
and has gathered a most complete and 
analyzed resumé of military affairs. 

Mr. Root has at the same time made 
a careful inquiry into the military sit- 
uation in the field. Probably the most 
important military inquiry he is pur- 
suing is as to the exact foundations of 
the insunrection in the Philippines since 
the day it began. For that purpose a 
military map is now being prepared by 
the Adjutant-General’s office for the 
private use of the Secretary of War, 
showing the advance of our forces from 
day to day throughout Gen. Otis’s 
campaign, the position and movements 
on different occasions, the retreat of the 
enemy and its position and force from 
time to time. 

While going over the military phases 
of the work, the Secretary has con- 
ferred with the commanding general, 
Gen. Miles, and with Gen. Merritt, 
avho is second in command, on the mili- 
tary problems presented, and besides 
the military results of these councils, 
it has established coéperation between 
the exectRive head of the War De- 
partment and the ranking officer of the 
army. 

Concerning Cuba and Porto Rico, 
the detailed administration of their af- 
fairs, with its multitude of minor is- 
sues, is being left largely with his as- 
sistants and chiefs, and he is concern- 
ing himself with the larger questions 
of the reconstruction and future of 
these islands and with the substitution 
of orderly civil government for the 
military régime now in force. 

When Former Premier Rivera argued 
yesterday that on order be speedily 
issued for municipal elections in Porto 
Rico, the Secretary replied that these 
elections would occur as soon as the 
present unhappy and stormswept con- 
dition of the island would permit. 
When it was suggested that the desola- 
tion in Porto Rico made opportune a 
remission of duties on articles of prime 
necessity, the Secretary said he was 
already conferring with Gen. Davis, 
Governor-General of the island, as to 
that step. 

A SIGNIFICANT INQUIRY. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Aug. 14.—A special to 
the World from Washington . says: 
“Secretary Root has sent telegrams to 
Governors of States, asking the names 
of two officers of each volunteer regi- 
ment in the Spanish war. As all regi- 
ments now ordered are fully officered, 
these must be for new regiments which 
the administration contemplates rais- 
ing. It is thought very likely that or- 
ders for them will be issued early {n 
the week.” 


HE CAME FROM GLOBE. 


Identity of the Soldier Murderer is 
Apparently Discovered, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

DENVER, Aug. 13.—The country for 
miles around here, today swarmed 
with detectives and policemen in search 
of the soldier who, in the early hours 
of this morning. murdered Police Of- 
ficers Tom Clifford and W. E. Griffith 
while resisting arrest. The two re- 
cruits who were with the murderer 
at the time he shot Clifford in cold 
blood were arrested shortly afterward, 
having steadfastly refused to give his 
name, denying any knowledge of him 


}except that he was ~ member of the 


same company as they. However, the 
police learned from other members of 
the company, who saw the three men 
together Saturday night, that his name 
was Wellington C. Lewellyn, and that 
he came from Globe, Ariz., a short 
time ago, to enlist in the new Thirty- 
fourth Regiment. 

The three men were all more or less 
intoxicated at the time.of the murder 
of Clifford, and Lewellyn had been 
threatening people with his gun. Clif- 
ford started to arrest him, and was 
killed. Later Lewellyn shot Griffith, 
who was pursuing him. 

A reward has been offered for the 
body of Lewellyn, dead or alive. There 
were threats of lynching should he be 
caught, but they are not very strong 
tonight. | 


FRUIT FOR PARIS. 


Comprehensive Plan for an Exhibi- 
tion at the Exposition. 
[ASSGCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—In view of 
the growing importance of the fruit 
industry of this country, an especial 
effort will be made to make an attrac- 
tive showing of fruits at the Paris Ex- 
position, and Director Dodge of the 
Agricultural Department, who will 
have charge of {fie agricultural display, 
has prepared a circular which will be 
gent broadcast over the country, ask- 
ing for contributions to the proposed 
exhibit. He says that arrangements 
are being made for reprentative, ex- 
hibits of canned, preserved and evap- 
orated fruits, but that especial means 
will be taken to maintain during the 
entire period of the exposition a dis- 
play of fresh fruits of varieties suita- 
ble for export. 

To accomplish this, it will be neces- 
sary to provide a.supply of choice 
shipments of the more durable fruits 
(such as winter apples, pears, citrus 
fruits, cranberries, nuts, etc.,) of the 
crop of the present season for display 
at the opening of the exposition and 
until shipments of the crop of next 
year are available. It is intended that 
all the more important fruit-growing 
districts of the United States shall be 
represented in this exhibit, and the ac- 
tive coipration of growers and other 
persons interested is therefore solicited. 
The exhibit will be collective, but each 
producer will have full credit for what 
he shows, and the awards will be on 
the same plan. Collections made by 
States, horticultural societies, boards 
of trode, shipping associations and 
railroad companies will have the same 
consideration as those from individuals.

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Is Talk Cheap? 


EV. ROBERT J. BURDETTE 

preached at the First Presbyterian 

Church in Pasadena Sunday morn- 
ing. As usual, the congregation was 
large. He chose as his text Proverbs 
xviii, 21: ‘“‘Death and life are in the 
power of the tongue.” He spoke in part 
as follows: 

‘Preaching is immortal,’ some Eng- 
lish writer has said. ‘If it could be 
killed, it would have been killed long 
ago by the thousands of weak sermons 
preached throughout Christendom 
every Sunday.’ 

“Certes, there are poor sermons, and 
enough of them; dull, muddy sermons— 
you should know that, you have to lis- 
ten to some of them. Occasionally we 
hear a man preach, and you and I be- 
ing very wise and learned, wonder at 
two things as we listen to the sermon: 
First,- why the man preaches; and, 
second, why anybody listens to him. 
I heard a man preach for thirty min- 
utes, ard then wondered for the rest 
of the day what he thought he was 
trying to say, and what he would have 


meant by it if he had known what he}. 
‘was saying. And I have known men 


turned to better, nobler, braver lives 
by those very sermons which I so 
flippantly condemned in my superior 
way. I doubt if there ever was a ser- 
mon preached, in earnestness and sin- 
cerity, that didn’t move somebody to 
good. You and I may declare it the 
emptiest clatter, and the listener sitting 
betaveen us will go home impressed for 
life by a sentence in it. This tongue 
of ours—what a power it has—the 
might and authority of a King—for 
‘Death and life are in the power of 
the tongue.’ 

“ “Talk is cheap,’ men sometimes say. 
Cheap? Talk cheap? There isn’t a 
commodity in the world more priceless. 
And often it costs the most when it is 
given for nothing. Cheap? A mean 
suspicion, only half believed, lightly 
uttered, and then forgotten by the 
mind that voiced it, passes from lip 
to lip, gathering poison from every 
repetition, until it grows into a hideous 
lie that fastens upon an innocent life, 
& life happy and joyous and laughing 
in its round of duties, unsuspicious of 
evil thought or overshadowing dan- 
ger—and ruins it. Tramples upon all 
its bright ambitions; tears down its 
half-built plans; paralyzes the eager, 
willing hands; breaks the joyous heart 
with bitterness, and bows the light 
head into the dust with shqame—and 
nothing in it all from beginning to end 
but talk—talk—talk—a hideous, whis- 


‘pering lie, with nothing but its own 


hissing echo to keep it alive. Is that 
talk cheap? Pour the gold out of the 
mountains wntil it fills the church here 
to the windows—would you take that, 
man, as the price of such talk about 
your wife or daughter? Talk cheap? 
Will-all the money you ever saw buy 
back the cruel, stinging word you shot 
like rankling arrows {into the heart of 
your friend in a storm of foolish anger 
& few days—a few years—ago Bribe 
forgetfulness to obliterate the un- 
generous words spoken nearly a life- 
time ago. Bribe death to give you back 
the thoughtless taunt that years ago 
brought burning tears and the quiver 
of pain into the loving eyes and tender 
lips whereon today there rests so 
quietly the dust of sleep and silence. 
Talk cheap? Is suffering cheap? Is 
the agony of sorrow cheap? Is death 
cheap? 
“We kill enthusiasm our 
tongues, destroying the ‘god in us.’ 
Boys and girls fu'l of this beautiful 
enthusiasm of youth, cager to find a 
place and a share in God’s work in His 
world, ripple and bubble over with 
their plans and their hopes; they®are 
so eager and zealous that they talk 
from the middle of their sentences in 
both directions, and sometimes, I grant 
you, they begin to work in much the 
same way, eager, joyous, confident, 
jumbling. And while the angels are 
looking down upon them, smiling with 
holy joy to see the zeal of His house 
eating them up, and God Himself is 
patiently, lovingly, surely drilling and 
discipling the zealous, enthusiastic lit- 
tle mob into an orderly, unconquerable 
phalanx of righteousness and_ truth 
that will lift up its banner in His 
name, some one comes along and lays 
the stumbling block of a sneer in the 
way of the young converts. ‘Oh, well,’ 
he says, ‘if you are going to turn the 
church into a kindergarten and a gym- 
nasium for these suckling evangelists, 
I will stay home.’ And the sneering 
word has done its work of murder. 
“Oh, I know the man. I have been 
afraid of him, many a time. He comes 
upon me sometimes, when I am boiling 
over. He laughs at my enthusiasm 
and my sanguine confidence; sneers 
a disdainful word or two at me, ‘and 
straightway I simmer down, a luke- 
warm pot with neither bubble nor 
steam. He finds me sizzling full of 
heat and power, and he leaves me 
without any of either. I’m,too warm 
to drink, and I’m not hot enough to 
scald—neither fit to offer to a thirsty 
disciple nor pour on an enemy. - Out 
upon the moan who has naught but 
words of discouragement! He is a 
green log on the fire: there is neither 
snap nor sparkle in him, nothing but 
sizzling sap and smarting smoke. It 
takes more dry wood to make him burn 
than all the heat in him is worth. 
“But if there is death in the power 
of the tongue, also there is life. Life 


that can clothe itself upon the dry 


bones and make them breathe with 
vigor and purpose. Life in the tongue 
that could make the multitudes listen- 
ing to the words falling like a shower 
caf fire from the lips of Demosthenes cry 
‘Let us go and fight Philip!’ Life that 
could make the weeping throng listen- 
ing to Mark Anthony’s funeral oration 
run like a reging torrent through the 
streets shouting, ‘Burn! Kill!’ Life 
that made Patrick Henry’s words bugle 
calls which turned faint-hearted cow- 
ards into daring patriots. Men whose 
loyalty to Freedom was weak and 
vacillating heard him and came away 
like men who had passed through a 


bath of fire. John Knox accomplished | 


more with his preaching than did all 
the heroism and prowess of allace 
and Bruce. By his words he ‘taught 


the peesant of the Lothians that he: 


was a free moan, the equal in the sight 
of God with the proudest peer or pre- 
late that had trampled upon his fore- 
fathers;’ his preaching raised the peas- 
antry of his country into a noble and 
free-hearted people whom neither king 
nor noble could ever again subdue. 
The preaching of Peter the Hermit set 
all the armies of Europe in royal array, 
moving under royal commanders to- 
ward the Holy Land. The power of 
life is in the tongue. 

“Read the biography of any man 
whose name is written brichtly on the 
history of humon life—Noah, Abraham, 
Moses, Samuel, David, Elijah, Judson, 
Knox, Washington, Lincoln, Cromwel] 
—always, on some page, you come 
across the ‘if’—the thought that mercy 
must forgive, the word that love tries 
to cover with her white hand, the act 
that pity would blot out with her tears. 
Always the human limitation: always 
the human sin; always somewhere the 
weakness, the error. Read the life of 
Jesus Christ. Go over every page of 
His life, with every recorded utter- 
ance, from the baptism in the Jordan 
to His last words to His disciples ere 
the ‘cloud received Him out of their 
sight.’ Can you find one word spoken 
by Pim that you would erase? He 
was tempted; He suffered: he was un- 
anpreciated: he wos misunderstood: 
He was maligned: He was hoted with- 
out cause and hunted to His death: He 
was tortured by His enemies—and. He 
never spoke one word that the human 
can wish unsaid. 

“Oh beloved, if we could blot out of

INCIDENTS IN THE LIFE oF THE 
VENERABLE CLERGYMAN, 


A Boy’s Recollections of Lafayette— 
Sat Within Five Feet ef Lincoln 


When the Martyr President De- 
livered the Gettysburg Oration, 


Rev. Dr. J. J. Marks, the vener- 
able Presbyterian clergyman, whose 
death at Laguna Beach was re- 
ported in yesterday’s Times, was 
in his earlier years , associated 
with many people of national 
prominence. His recollections ef Doug- 
las, Lincoln and Lafayette were of keen 
interest. Dr. Marks was born in west- 
ern Pennsylvania ninety years ago. 
During his father’s term as a member 
of the Pennsylvania Legislature a re- 
ception was tendered to Lafayette. Dr. 
Marks was then only a lad, but he 
never forgot the very kindly expres- 
sion which he observed on the counte- 
nance of the distinguished French pae 
triot. 

After young Marks had grown up he 
became pastor of the Presbyterian 
Church in Quincy, Ill. In 1858, at the 
time of the Lincoln-Douglas debates, 
Mr. and Mrs. Douglas were members 
of his congregation. Dr. Marks after- 
ward became well acquainted with 
Abraham Lincoln and _ several times 
called upon him at the White House. 

Dr. Marks heard Lincoln deliver the 
famous Gettysburg oration, so often 
read at Memorial-day celebrations. An 
account of that event was given by 
him a few months ago in the following 
words: 

“The speaking on the Gettysburg 
battle ground was from a platform 
erected on Central Hill, which had 
been a focal point in the second day’s 
fight. There was a great throng, prob- 
ably numbering more than 10,000 peo- 
ple. A friend invited me to a seat on 
the platform and it was my privilege 
to sit within five feet of where the 
speakers stood. Edward Everett was 
the orator of the day. I could hear 
distinctly every word of his speech, 
which was a scholarly and evidently 
a carefully-prepared production, but he 
utterly failed to kindle the enthusiasm 
of the multitude. He spoke between 
fifty and sixty minutes. 

‘After Everett had finished there 
were cries for Lincoln. He had not 
expected to speak and so the summons 
came as an evident surprise. From. 
ewhere I sat, which was close to him, I 
could see that he was having a strug- 
gle with himself. I swatched every 
movement and saw that he was holding 
fast to his seat as if to keep himself 
from: responding to ‘the call. Rapidly 
the cries were taken up from lip to 
lip, till, surging through the vast as- 
semblage, was heard the name of Lin- 
coln. Somebody sitting near him told 
Lincoln that it would not do to decline 
any longer, and he took the rostrum. 

“He had spoken only a few minutes 
when the effect on the audience was 
manifest. He held the people as if by 
a spell. So great was the change that 
it did not seem like the same audience 
that had been listening to Everett. 
When he came to the words:‘Let us 
here highly resolve’ the attention was 
most intense, and when he had finished 
there was a thrilling sight. Many whe 
had just visited the graves of their 
dead were moved to tears and stood. 
with reverently bowed heads, unmind- 
ful of what was going on about them. 
Others in a different frame of mind 
gave vent to their enthusiasm with 
hearty cheering. 

“I did not see any one taking a re- 
port of the speech, but it was delivered 
in language substantially the same as 
subsequently published. Lincoln after- 
ward said that on the night previous 
to that speech he had been kept awake 
for a long time thinking of the mat- ~ 
ters of which he spoke. He had on the 
day before visited many of the graves 
on the battle ground and had stayed 
over night at the hotel there. The 
conflict of emotions inspired by what 
he had seen cost him many wakeful 
hours.” 

In honor of his ninetieth birthday 
last January, a reception was tendered 
to Dr. Marks last March in Immanuel 
Presbyterian Church, at which many 
prominent people of the laiety and 
clergy were present. Dr. Marks had 
been living in Santa Monica until about 
two months ago, when he remdved to 
Laguna Beach. : 


Trial of Agrarian Plotters. 


KINGSTON (Jamaica,) Aug. 13.—A 
dispatch from the island of Gaudeloupe 
reports a trial there of the ringleaders 
of an agrarian riot, involving the 
wrecking of a plantation and plant, and 
a murderous attack on three English- 
men by 600 men, in which the correc- 
tional tribunal attributed the outrage 
to prevailing unwholesome excite- 
ment fomented by socialistic propa- 
ganda.”

CHICAGO, Aug. 13.—One hundred 
thousand German-American citizens 
participated today in the celebration 
incident to the opening of the four- 
teenth annual convention of the 
Kreigerbund and the twenty-fifth an- 
nual reunion of the Deutcher Kreiber 
Verein. The former includes veterans 
of the German army and the later vet- 
erans of the Franco-Prussian war.

It is very strange and equally 
true, that many scores of fruit-grow- 
ers cultivate their last rod of ground 
in oranges, and pay to the keen-eyed 
Chinaman much more for vegetables in 
the round year than any one acre of 
oranges will. net them. The truck 
patch and half acre of potatoes are 
necessary adjuncts of a well-ordered 
fruit farm, and the man who pays the 
market price for truck and potatoes for 
the coming year will be ina a to 
acquiesce in this statement. 


It is an encouraging sign of the 
times that Santa Barbara is now fully 
aroused to the necessity of an ade- 
quate water supply. Residence prop- 
erty in the district between Santa 
Barbara and Summerland, including 
Montecito, is and has been held at 
fancy prices, and is very likely to con- 
tinue to be so held, and without buyers, 
unless a more generous and reliable 
water supply can be assured to. pros- 
pective home-builders. This fact magni- 
fies the dire necessity of work and ex- 
penditure of capital, and it is a most 
promising sign that the Barbarefios 
invite a competent man to lecture on 
the ways, means and possibilities of 
developing water for municipal pur- 
poses. It is once more respectfully 
submitted that sainted memories and 
climatic conditions are fatally affected 
by a poor sewer system or unreliable 


-~water supply. 


Pomona is leading just now in water, 
as in many other things that prove 
her people to be up with the times, as 
the following from the Times corre- 
spondence shows: “It is stated on good 
authority that nearly three thousand 
inches of water are now being pumped 
in Pomona Valley from about one hun- 
dred and fifteen wells, seven-eighths 
of which have been put down during 
the past two seasons.

SAN DIEGO BONDS.9. 


THE EFFECT OF JUDGE BALLARD’S 
WA4ER DECISION. 


No New Principle Involved—Contract 
at Issue Undertook to Transfer 
What Did Not Exist—Work on 
Enterprise Will Not Be Delayed. 


The decision rendered by Judge -Bal- 
lard of Orange county forbidding the 
city of San Diego to sell bonds to the 
amount of $1,500,000 for the purpose of 
establishing a water system, includ- 
ing the purchase of a water right from 
the Southern California Mountain Wa- 
ter Company, is believed by lawyers 
familiar with irrigation matters to be 
based on sound law. | 

Among the lawyers questioned re- 
garding the decision yesterday was 
Maj. H. T. Lee, special counsel for the 
city in its water litigation. Maj. Lee 
spoke with reserve as he had not had 
an opportunity to study the decision. 
He said: 

“Thé gist of the decision seems to 
be that the Southern California Moun- 
tain Water Company attempted the 
sale of that which it does not. own 
and which it could not acquire under 
the laws of California. The doctrine 
that the corpus of water cannot be 
acquired is old and well establighed in 
the laws. Title to water can be ac- 
quired by five years’ use of it, and 
while it is a fact that a water right 
cannot legally be sold before such 
Ownership is effected, it is common 
practice to sell a right, which simply 
means that the former user vacates 
his right to use and the purchaser 
becomes an appropriator. But I should 
say off-hand that the contract between 
the Southern California Mountain Wa- 
ter Company and the city of San 
Diego is a very unusual one, an ex- 
ceedingly unusual one, as the water 
in question in the sale is not yet de- 
veloped. So far as I have seen, the 
decision does not necessarily affect the 
methods of supplying water for irri- 
gation or domestic purposes by public 
corporations. It certainly has no effect 
on our city-water question,. as our 
rights are unique, going away back 
to Mexican laws and customs.” Maj. 
Lee thinks the decision embodies no 
new principles. 

Taking it as settled that the city of 
San Diego will be permanently en- 
jioned from selling the bonds and com- 
pleting the purchase, it is by no means 
settled that the Southern California 
Mountain Water Company will fail to 
complete the work it has in hand of 
creating the greatest impounding sys- 
tem yet built in the State. The con- 
tract at issue looks to the Mountain 
Wiater Company sueceeding the San 
Diego Water Company in supplying 
that city with domestic water. What- 
ever benefit the city might derive by 
the purchase of the water from the 
company, there was an element in the 
contract which made it appear that 


the city offered a bonus to the com- 


pany to encourage it in its work. The 
San Diego Water Company and its 
friends naturally fought for the old- 
time advantage of supplying domestic 
water, and the litigation is the result 
of the contest between the two factions. 

Under the contract, the company was 
to build a system at a cost of $3,000,- 
000, and the city was practically to 
assume half of the burden by the is- 
suance of the bonds in question. It is 
expected that the Southern California 
Mountain Water Company, which con- 
trols a drainage area of 400 square 
miles, will develop several thousand 
inches of water for use, principally, in 
irrigation, and to that end it has done 
a vast amount of work in the moun- 
tains. General Manager Babcock in- 
formed a representative of The Times 
a few days ago that the work had al- 
ready cost the company. $1,500,500. As 
such a great investment is already in- 
volved and as the company is still 
crowding the work ahead, there can 
be no fear that the decision will in- 
volve the abandonment of fhe enter- 
prise. As yet the system is in a po- 
sition to impound but a relatively 
small amount of water, the comple- 
tion of the work being necessary to 
have the investment bring adequate 
returns. 

Of late there has been considerable 
talk in San Diego of an approachment 
San Diego Water Com- 
pany and the Mountain Water Com- 
pany, and the opinion prevails there 
that Mr. Babcock is about to secure 
control of the rival company. The 
fact that he is one of the Jeading 
stockholders in that company has 
given color to the rumor. When he 
was questioned regarding this 9 few 
days ago, he denounced the rumor as 
originating in a newspaper fake. No 
positive evidence could be found, and 
yet there appears to be reason for the 
belief that there is a more friendly 
feeling between the two companies thon 
heretofore, and it would not be sur- 
prising if the litigation should be al- 
lowed to drop where it now is and 
the work of constructing the ‘arge ir- 
rigation system be crowded to com- 
pletion solely as a private enterprise.

NEWS OF THE WHEEL. 
Meet at Riverside—Bicycles Must Be 
Belled. 


The wheelmen of Southern California 
are preparing for the big race meet 
to be held in Riverside on September 
8 and 9. The programme for the meet 
besides the regular events has some 
special features. There will be a five- 
mile team race between teams of mes- 
senger boys from the Postal and Dis- 
trict agencies of Los Angeles and from 
the Western Union of Riverside. . A. 
C. Muff of Los Angeles and Frank 
Anderson of Covina will ride a one- 
third mile match race for the cham- 
pionship of Southern California. The 
twenty-five-mile division team race, 
for the $250 trophy cup, is exciting the 
most interest an& speculation among 
the wheelmen. Proably four teams will 
be entered in the eVent and most of the 
noted riders of this section will be in- 
cluded in the entries. 

C. Logan, secretary of the race meet, 
was in town last week, completing ar- 
rengements for the day’s sport. There 
will probably be a large attendance. 
The railroads will make a rate of one 
and one-third fare for the round trip. 
Most of the Los Angeles cycling clubs 
will go to Riverside in special cars and 
not a few will ride out on their wheels, 
a day or two beforehand, in order to 
take in the social features of the meet 
on Friday, September 8. There will be 
a parade and a smoker and runs to the 
adjacent points of interest. On the 
morning of the 9th there will be a big 
parade under the auspices of the Riv- 
erside Social Cycling Club. 

Ten days yet remain of the time al- 
lowed to riders of the bicycle to equip 
their wheels with bells. The ordinance 
containing this provision was passed 
ny the Council on Monday, July 24. 
The clause will become a law on the 
23d inst., and it will be necessary for 
all riders to place bells on their wheels 
before that date, or they will be liable 
to arrest and a fine of not less than $1 
nor more than $100. The bells are to 
be of such size, only, as will serve to 
give warning to pedestrians along the 
streets, and to people getting on or 
alighting from the street cars. 

Jos Stamp and Bill Furman have 
been doing good riding on the National 
Cycling Ascsociation’s eastern circuit. 
Furman has beaten Cooper, Bald and 
Simms, which speaks well for the class 
of work which the local rider has done 
in the East. In a letter to a friend in 
this city, Furman says that Stamps 
has been riding one of the new-fangled 
motor-pacing machines, and now has 
to put on his hat with a shoe-horn. The

Southern California Champtonxhip

The annual Southern’ California 
championship contests will be fought 
out at the tennis tournament which 
will be in progress at Santa Monica 
during all the present week.

Some three or four years ago, one of 
the physicians working in that labo- 
ratory, after a long series of experi- 
ments with various animals, announced 
chloride of lime to be @ remedy in 
cases of poisoning by cobras, rattle- 
snakes and, other serpents—the action 
of the venom of all serpents h-ing 
essentially the same. The chloride 
was to, be carried in hermetically- 
sealed flasks and opened only when 
needed for immediate use, when it was 
to be dissolved in boiling water and 
administered in hypodermic doses at 
intervals of ten minutes. It was cal- 
culated that about twenty to thirty 
grammes would probably ‘be needed to

FIRST OF MAY. 


IT WILL. BECOME THE FILIPINO 
NATIONAL HOLIDAY. 


Maj. Sternberg Writes From Iicilo 
a Strong Declaration That Ex- 
- pansion Will Bless the Philip- 
pines and the United States—Free 
Schools, 


“The first of May is the Fourth of 
July of the future of the Filipinos.” 

This is the prediction made by Maj. 
Sternberg, now stationed at Iloilo, a 
brother of Surgeon-General Sternberg 
of the United States Army, in a recent 
letter which is in the possession of 
Ira G. Phelps, a relative, who lives 
here, Maj. Sternberg has numerous ac- 
quaintances in Los Angeles, having 
spent two weeks here in 1897. His let-. 
ter expresses a firm belief that annexa- 
tion will prove a blessing to the in- 
habitants of the Philippinés and to the 
United States as well. The letter is in 
part as follows: 

‘“T have been in these islands nearly 
eight months, and up to date have 
seen more delightful weather than I 
ever saw before in any country in the 
same time. When I think of the beau- 
tiful: homes at Los Angeles and Pasa- 
dena, with their sub-tropical. vegeta- 
tion, I cannot help thinking that when 
the same kind of men take hold of these 
islands, they will be the most delight- 
ful spots in the world. 

“I look forward to the time when 
there shall be American homes, Ameri- 
can families and American’ schools 
here. I want to see American ideas 
grafted on this native stock, and I be- 
lieve the graft will grow and bear 
fruit.. Catch'these natives young and 
they can be made, the rank and file 
of them, good, useful citizens; but 
what can you expect when labor is not 
considered honorable, and when the for- 
eigner will not get up to help himself 
to a cigar on the table in the same 
room; but will call for a servant to get 
it for him? I am proud of the fact 
that Abraham Lincoln stood for hon- 
est labor and its just reward. -We must 
show these people by object-lessons 
the honor which is in honest labor, 
the delights of American home life on 
the*farm, and the dignity of owning 
your own farm and living. 

“IT have met many inquiries as to 
when the Americans will establish 
schools. These people are anxious to 
learn and want schools, and after the 
fighting is over nothing our people can 
do would meet a quicker or more grate- 
ful response than free schools. 

“I fully believe the rate of wages 
paid is the real criterion by which 
to judge of a people. Not far away 
from Iloilo is a sugar plantation. The 
owner, a foreigner, paid $4 Mexican 
money, or $2 United States money, a 
month ‘for his laborers. Just think of 
it, $2 per month! The man who wishes 
labor at such a price is the kind who 
believes in colonial government for 
these islands. { Want these people 
taught to earn and get decent wages, 
and that is the bottom of the whole 
question for the future and for the 
elevation of labor here. That done in 
these islands will make it easier to 
benefit the people of the entire Orient. 

“It makes me tired to read the

speeches and newspaper _ articles 
against American occupation of these 
islands. The first of May.is the Fourth 
of July of the future of these people. 
The American Indian melted away be- 
cause he could not and would not 
lead the settled, laborious life of civili- 
zation. These people here, I fully be- 
lieve, the peasantry, quickly catch on 
if shown and will soon. use American 
‘plows, put on shoes and stockings, go 
to school, get up caucuses, nominate 
tickets, vote and hunt for office as 
readily as our Americans do at home. 

“Those who have had an opportunity 
for education are as highly cultivated 
as any one, but continental rather than 
English. A man ds a creature of en- 
vironment anyway. One of the funni- 
est things illustrative of this I noticed 
the other day. I was introduced to a 
Chinese Mestizo who talked English 
with the most pronounced cockney ac- 
cent. His h’s are used or not wsed, 
with all the other peculiarities of the 
cockney, just as if he had been born 
within the sound of Bow bell. More 
then that, he thinks English, calls 
himself a Britisher, and talks of his 
Queen and ‘our nsvy,’ and yét he 
never saw England—he is a product of 
Hongkong. America must creaté: the 
environment, and time will do the rest. 

“Tt is because I know and realize 
the philosophy of American ideas, the 
part these ideas are of the world, that 
I so wish to see every one of our glori- 
ous soldiers who wishes it enable to 
remain here and to become a center of 
American thought.”
